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DETAILED ACTION 



Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-1 1 are allowed over the prior art. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art of record 
does not teach or render obvious the combination, cooperation and interaction that applicant 
claimed a flat and pliable circuit board connector comprising an indented body having a top open 
space to form an open trough, a pivotal upper lid, a plurality of terminals mounted in the body, 
and a pair of anchor members mounted on both side of the body, wherein the trough having 
protrusive side ribs, each of the terminals having a latch slot, a pivot slot and a mortise slot 
formed between an upper leg, a lower leg and a vertical bridge section of the terminal, the lid 
having one end mounted to the pivotal slots and pivotally moved toward the latch slots to close 
the open trough of the body, each of the anchor members having a flat, insert pins and a bracket 
arm with a notch formed therein, as recited with other limitations in the independent claim 1 .
